Republican spokesmen of such promi- 
nence against the idea, the suggestion 
•of another international naval .'onfer- 
•ence with that proposal as; a basis

and improvement. 


"Of the original bequest of'$96.000 


by Mrs. Theda Clark Peters. $40,000 
was set aside as an endowment fund. 
Invested at 5 per cent it yields an an- 
nual income of ?2,300 •which is used

penses of the institution.

TRESPASSERS ON THE RAILROADS 


Statistics of railroad accidents tell the 


same story that other accidental statistics 
tell, which is that most injuries to persons 
and most deaths are due to carelessness. 
Half of the persons killed last year by the 
railroads were trespassers. 


The Interstate Commerce commission 


reports that 5.776 persons were killed by 
railroad*; last year and -1-7.203 were in- 
jured, comparing with 5.587 killed and 
43.324 injured in 1921. and G. 193 
killed and 63.786 injured in 1920. 


Of those killed in 1922 the statistics 


indicate that 2.424 were trespassers and 
1.236 were railroad employes. The num- 
ber of travelers killed was 193. a reduc- 
tion from 205 in the previous year. 


Two interesting facts stand out con- 


spicuously in these reports. 
One is the 


small number of passengers killed and 
maimed, considering the large number of 
travelers, the large number of trains op- 
erated, and the great mileage covered by 
passenger trains. The other is that most 
deaths and accidents are preventable.
